On September 16 the Federal Bureau of Investigation referred to 
(received September 21) your January 17, 1987 and May 18, 1987 
requests to them for certain records. In searching their files 
the Bureau located a total of five documents that originated in 
this agency's predecessor agency, the Federal Security Agency, or 
which contained information that originated in the FSA. 

Of the five documents referred we were asked to review two, one 
classified and one unclassified, to determine whether to release 
or deny them and respond directly to you our determination.

The three remaining documents are classified and we were asked to 
review those and return them to the Bureau, making any deletions 
we deemed appropriate, citing the exemptions claimed and advising 
if the documents still warrant classification from our 
prospective.
